The percentage of oxygon in the 
atmosphere at sea level is the same 
us that at high altitudes, but the 
3i.it omolric pressure is very low 
in high altitudes. Altitude sick- 
ness is caused by low partial pres- 
sures of oxygen, which result in 
the blood's absorbing too 
little 
oxygen from the atmosphere. 


Definite signs of lack*.of oxygen 
appear at aooul 10,000 feet above 
sea level in persons who are not 
accustomed to these atmospheric 
conditions. Distress does not al- 
ways dcvplop at the same height, 
as it varies with the physical con- 
dition of the person, the rapidity 
at which the height was reached, 
and the muscular effort expended.

PERSONALITY CHANGES

The percentage of oxygon in the 
atmosphere at sea level is the same 
us that at high altitudes, but the 
3i.it omolric pressure is very low 
in high altitudes. Altitude sick- 
ness is caused by low partial pres- 
sures of oxygen, which result in 
the blood's absorbing too 
little 
oxygen from the atmosphere. 


Definite signs of lack*.of oxygen 
appear at aooul 10,000 feet above 
sea level in persons who are not 
accustomed to these atmospheric 
conditions. Distress does not al- 
ways dcvplop at the same height, 
as it varies with the physical con- 
dition of the person, the rapidity 
at which the height was reached, 
and the muscular effort expended.

PERSONALITY CHANGES 
Foolish actions may result from 
a change in personality before 
consciousness is lost.
